Don't 10k now, but the FCC is on the verge of 
aproposal which could, if adopted, have great 
impact on Amateur Radio and DXing. 
First, FCC proposes to deal with the many req- 
uests for a code-free license by creating an 
Experimenter class license. -, 10Y Serious 
experimenters." They say the written examin- 
ation. requirements will be "substantial." No 
mention is made of the frequencies or modes to 
be allowed, but international law forbids (at 
present) a no-code license below 144 Mhz. 
That will change in 1982, as a result of the 
WARC, to no-code licensees allowed 30 Mhz and 
above. It is expected that this would be a 
phone-only license, possibly allowing for other 
more exotic modes also. 
Now comes the kicker: as the FCC is under ever 
increasing budget restraints, and as the "Exp- 
erimenter" license would take some of their 
funes;. FCG. 1s 
“proposing that the 20 word per 
minute telegraphy test required 
for the Amateur Extra Class 1i- 
cense be deleted. (They) believe 
hat the need for an expert tele- 
graphy test may be less important 
to the future of Amateur Radio 
Service than the need for a no- 
code experimenter operator class 
license." 
This is for real! It is also a scoop for 
TDXB. The only difference between Advanced 
and Extra Class would be one written exam ele- 
mant (4B). Look for an official release of 
this from FCC any time.
